Get Blackspot Out ! 
Though blackspot is known 
mainly for what it does to rose 
foliage, it also appears on twigs 
and on:stems of calyx labes of 
blossoms of other plants. On the 
leaves, the first symptoms ap-, 
pear as blackish spots, usually 
round, mainly on the upper 
side, varying in size from about 
X4 to X& inch. 
The infected area around the 


leaves drop off to the ground. 
If not stopped early in the year, | 
the loss of foliage affects the 
plants so severely that the 
growth and blooming are'check- 
ed, and the canes may start dy- 
ing from the tips down. This 
spells danger during dormancy 
for weakened plants can't stand | 
too much winter injury. 

The fungus parasite responsi- 
ble for this disease starts fruit- 
ing or reproducing on the black 
spots, in the form of very small, 
roundish, raised bodies, each of 
which is capable of producing 
a hundred or more spores. A 
single black spot may have as 
many as 560.of the raised bod- 
ies, and so give cise to 50,000 or 
more spores. 

The spores are scattered by 
the rain and wind or by in- 
sects. When they are lodged on 
a rose leaf in the presence of a 
film of water, or perhaps dur- 
ing periods of high humidity, 
they start germinating like a 
seed, and within a few hours 
they penetrate the leaf. Within 
a week or 10 days, the fungus 
has grown extensively within 
the tissues, killing the layer of| 
epidermal cells, and making the 
surface of the infected tissues | 
appear black.

Effects Of Atomic 
Cocktail.On Cancer 


The American Cancer Society 
today announced the results of 
a long-term study of the ef- 
fects of “atomic cocktails.” 
‘The research was conducted 
Dr. Brown M. Dobyns for 
four years at Massachusetts 
General Hospital and Harvard 
University School of Medicine 
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|lems and left other questions 
jstill unanswered. 

One of the surpnsing results 
of this research was the finding 
that in some cases overactive 
{thyroid lumps which were not 


cancer proved to be the unsus-,ment's actions on driver's li-| 


pected cause of certain heart 
conditions. 

The thyroid gland sops up 
most of the body's iodine intake 


Rev. Luther Cox of Holden- fand incorporates it in thyroid 


a fheory that the cancer might 
take up a good deal of the sub- 
stance and be destroyed by the 
ray: 

Dr. Dobyns and his associates 
found that about 15 per cent 
of the patients with thyroid 
cancer were helped by radio- 
active iodine. These, without 
doubt, enjoy a longer and more 


cancer otherwise would have 
permitted. Some of them show. 
ed exciting remissions — the 
large and painful lumps in var- 
ious parts of their body wither- 
ed away completely, pain was 
banished; and very sick people 
left their beds and returned to 
work and a normal way of liv- 
ing. 

Although complete elimina- 
tion of all traces of the disease 
may not be possible, relief 
sometimes lasting years may 
occur. Furthermore, recurrence 
may be treated again and again 
as long as the cancer cells try 
to collect radioactive iodine. 

Thyroid cancer cells which 
have become unspecialized and 
do not make thyroid hormotie, 
however, do not take up the 
lethal iodine; and they survive 
and multiply to eventually pop- 
ulate the body with tumors that 
radioactive iodine is unable to 
touch.
